Show That Fraud of All’ 


Kinds Was Committed

Spartanburz, 3. C., September 24 


Meeting here today to investigate 
charges of fraud in the primary elec- 
tion of August 2 in which 
(‘ole L. Blease was nominated for re- 
election on the face of tlie returns by 
a majority of 2,000 out of 140,000 votes 
cast, a subcommittee of the state demo- 
cratic executive committee received 
numerous affidavits and reports from 
county committees in which it was 
repesented that hundreds of fraudulent 
ballots were oOast in the Piedmont 
counties and irregularities were fre- 
quent all over the state. 

Many specific instances were cited in 
which non-residents, men not enrolled, 
regroes and miners were allowed to 
vote, while rspeating was said to he 
common. Several cases were found, it 
was declared, tn which one man voted 
as many as five times. 

Rict Was Threatened. 

The meeting of the subcomiunittee 
was interrupted several times by a 
noisy throng of supporters of Governor 
Bilease, who at one time threatened 
to create a riot when J. M. Greer, a 
pro-Blease member of the subcommit- 
tee, denounced the anti-Blease major- 
ity for having held a meeting at Char- 
lotte, N. C., at which they outlined the 
eommittee’'s plan of procedure. 

Inflamed by Mr. Greer’s angry words, 
# hundred or more men lIeft their 
chairs with vells and advanced men- 
acingly towards W. F Stevenson, 
Chatrman, when he called Mr. tjreer 
to’ order. 

Samuel J. Nichols, an attorney 
Governor Blease, begged the men for 
the governor's sake to preserve order, 
and was joined by Fred H. Dominick, 
the governors campaign manager. 
They finally induced the crowd to per- 
mit the investigation to continue. 

Almost Constant Wrangling. 

In opening the session Chairman 
Stevenson expressed the hope that 
there would be no cleavage in the com- 
mittee along the lines of Blease and 
Jones, the rival candidates for gov- 
ernor. Other members of the commit- 
tee spok similarly. Nevertheless there 
was s irp discussion between the 
Blease and Jones members on almost 
every question arising, and almost con- 
atant wrangling. 

Governor Blease’s attorneys took the 
position that the committee ought to 
admit only such evidence of fraud as 
was presented by Judge Jones, but 
Chairman Stevenson ruled that the 
committee would admit evidence from 
any source. He promised, however, 
that every opportunity would be given 
for the refutation of the charges. 

Serious Allegations of Fraud. 
In the afternoon when

President Taft Says That With 
the East He Will Hold 
Enough of the Central and 
Western States to Defeat 
Governor Wilson and Colo- 
nel Roosevelt. |

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New York, September 24.—President 
Taft, in a prepared interview issued 
tonight, declared that his recent claims 
of strength were entitled to respect. 
He repeated he believed he would be 
elected, and gave his reasons for de- 
nying he had been oversanguine. He 
analyzed the political situation as he 
saw it, maintaining that the regular 
repwblicans would carry the solid east 
ang hold enough of the central and 
western states to win. 

The president made these statements 
at the home of his brother, Henry W. 
Taft, where he went on his arrival 
from Washington late today, and re- 
ceived a number of his friends and po- 
litical associates. 

The Claims of Taft. 

The president's interview 


follows: 

“When I declared a few weeks ago 
that I felt reasonably sure of my own 
re-election in November and. of the 
success of the republican party, I was 
some as entirely over- 
unaware of the situa- 
Today, however, after a num- 
ber of indications: that the republi- 
‘can party is still the domtfnant party 
and that the expected growth of dem- 
ocratic strength has fafled to mate- 
rialize, my deolaration.is shown to 
Le entitleq to respect. The republif- 
cans necessarily will have a reduced 
majority over 1908, because of the 
presence of three tickets in the field, 
but the democratic party will suffer 
also. The combined strength of the 
third-term party will not be enough 
to change the ultimate result. 

“Rive or six weeks ago it was aa- 
serted generally that the republican 
party would secure the vote of the 
solid east, including all of the New 
England states with the exception of 
Maine and Vermont; that the demo- 
cratic party would maintain its hold 
upon the solid south and that the third 
term party would secure the solid west, 
leaving only the middle west as de- 
batable ground. Today, with the elec- 
tion still one month away, the re- 
publican party finds itself With a 
strengthened hold upon the solid east, 
having routed the third term party in 
Vermont and the democatic party In 
Maine. The third-term leaders recent- 
ly conceded that we would pick the 
state of Utah out of the solid west, and 
after conferring with. Chairman Hiltes 
and others recently in the west, there 
is every reason to believe that the re- 
publican party willl carry Michigan, 
Washington, Idaho and Wyoming. 
Moreover, if the proper kind of a cam- 
paign is waged we will carry Oregon, 
Kansas and Minnesota, wherethe third- 
term strength has rapidly waned since 
the recent tour through that section by 
the party's candidate. 

He Says Reports Are Good. 

“T am not familiar with the develop- 
ments in other western states, al- 
though many good reports have come 
to me at Beverly concerning them; 
but, even in the states already men- 
tioned, it can be seen that there ig no 
longer a solid west back of the new 
party, but more nearly a solid west 
reunited in support of the republican 
ticket. This strength added to the iIn- 
disputable republican hold on the east- 
ern states constitutes in itself a suffi- 
cient strength to give success to the 
party. 

“Tt ig scarcely necessary for me to 
point to the necessity of re-establish- 
ing a republican. majority in the house 
cf representatives. If this is done, I 
feel confident that I will be able to 
have placed on the statute books the 
workmen's compensation law which I 
urged wpon the last session, but which 
was sent to oblivion by the democratic 
house. If the country will give the re- 
publican party a complete victory in 
its congressional as well as its presi- 
dential ticket. a proper tariff revision 
will be speedily effected with knowl- 
edee of the facts ascertained by a tariff 
ecommission which will harm no one 
and remove its present defects.” 

Hands Off in New York. 

Tonight the president attended the 
theater, leaving for Altoona, Pa., 
shortly before midnight. 

The president made it clear that he 
has not changed his position, an- 
nounced from Beverly, of keeping 
hands off the New York state political 
situation 

The president explained to visitors 
tonight that the visit to him in Wash- 
ington of Samuel Untermyer, the New 
York attorney, who is counsel for the 
house money trust investigating com- 
mittee, was merely to obtain informa- 
tion now in the hand of Comp- 
troller of the Currency Murray relat- 
ing to national banks, which might be 
concerned in the commitee’s inquiry. 
The president raised the point that the 
house committee was acting under a 
resolution passed only by one branch 
of congress and wished to consider the 
matter further. He will do so when 
Mr. Untermyer's written request 
reaches him.

Gilly the Gopher, known throughaut 
the south in Gregg’s famous comic 
drawing series of. The. Constitution, 
was killed Tuesday afternoon in a 
7-story fall from the roof of The Con- 
stitution building to the pavement. be- 
low. Death was instantaneous. 

An inquest held by Mr. Gregg, the 
city editor, the elevator boy, and a 
number of other friends of the de- 
ceased failed to establish any motive 
for suicide, and it is believed that 
death was accidental. His last mo- 
ments are known to have been happy, 
for the elevator boy dug up his last 
nickel to buy bananas, a delicacy high- 
ly esteemed by Gilly. .He also an- 
swered the dinner call with no sign 
of trouble in his face, and responded 
to all advances in his usual cordial, 
though solemn, way. 

It is Known, however, that Gillv had 
been homesick. The mudbanks of 
south Georgia were calling 
him, the little streams 
Was in at such times 
he would crawl out .on the tin roof 
of the building to seek the warmest 
spot and lie dreamily content for hours. 
Sometimes he would craw] dejectedly 
around, looking for nothing perhaps, 
just unable to lie still. 

It was in such a mood of restless- 
ness that Gilly met his death. He 
found a worn place in the coping 
around the building, where he could 
hang his claws. By a mighty effort 
he pulled himself up, a harder climb 
than the steep bank of his old home 
which led to the tenderest leaves and 
berries for yards around. Maybe he 
thought he would find the same -thing. 
He saw only a blurred gulf, and then 
came the fall.

Washington, September 24.—An amI- 
cabie settlement of tne controversy 
which has been pending for several 
weeks between railroads operating 
throughout the south and their train- 
men and conductors on the question 
of increased wages and better working 
conditions {fs expected tomorrow bv 
Judge Martin A. Knapp, of the com- 
merce court, and Commisstoner of La- 
bor Charles P. Neill, mediators under 
the Erdman act, who were called in 
to settle the difficulties. 

The mediators today held long con- 
ferences with the parties to the con- 
troversy, seeing first the officials of 
the railroads and then representatives 
of the conductors and trainmen. 

Practically a complete agreement has 
been reached on the question of in- 
creased wages for the trainmen, 
representatives of the conductors 
would not accede to tne proposition 
suggested by the railroads. This dif- 
ficulty is expected to be settled tomor- 
row. No one would divulge tonignt 
the nature of the agreement for the 
trainmen.

Woman Swears Boyce Secret- 
ly Visited Mrs. Sneed. 


Amarillo, Texas, September 24.—The 
defense of J. B. Sneed, slayer of A° 
Boyce, Jr., as outlined here today will 
claim that Boyce had resumed his at- 
tentions to Mrs, Sneed this summer. It 
will claim that from the time of the 
elopement last fall of Boyce and Mrs.

WILSON LANDS 
UN Tht BOSSES 


Governor Votes Against Jim 
Smith and Makes a Speech, 


No Difference Between Dem- 
ocratic Boss and Republican 
Boss, Because Neither 
Them Is Working for His 
Party. 


Princeton, N. J., September 24.—-Gov- 
ernor Woodrow Wilson came home to- 
day for the first time since he became 
the presidential nominee of the demo- 
cratic party. Escorted by a procession 
students in yellow ‘‘slickers” the 
former president of Princeton universi- 
ty rode in an automobile through Nas- 
sau street while the students cheered. 
The governor went to a booth and 
William Hughes, who is a 
candidate at today’s primary for the 
democratic indorsement for United 
States senator against former Senator 
James Smith, Jr. The students follow- 
ed along. 

“It's against the law to have a crowd 
at the polls,” said the governor as he 
came out of the voting booth. “So if 
ou will move up several hundred feet 
ll! make a speech.” 

Wilson Talks of Bosses. 
br. Wilson mounted the steps of a 
church and talked about the bosses and 
the trusts. 

“The boss merely as a politica) or- 

anizer,’ the governor said, “ig not 

angerous. Merely as a manager who 

commands the organization and gets 
out the vote on polling day, he is not 
to be feared and he is an almost neces- 
sary instrument of politics, but the 
man we call boss is the agent of those 
who wish to control politics in their 
own interest. 

“There is no difference between a 
democratic boss and a republican boss, 
because neither of them is working for 
his party. They are both working for 
their. clients. And their cilents wish 
to see that men do not get into office 
who thwart and that laws are not pass- 
ed that embarrass their business.. 

“The men who chiefly want Jim 
Smith in the senate are republicans, 
not democrats, and whenever I have 
fought him his chief supporters have 
come from republican newspapers, not 
independent republican newspapers 
that speak public opinion. I refer to 
papers in Camden, controlled by Mr, 
David Beard. In New Jersey I always 
mention names. 3aind is the re- 
publican boss of Camden and he owns 
two newspapers that constitute the 
chief support of Smith,”

Sunday, September 
15, I procured a copy of The Constitu- 
tion of that date. It was the reading 
of the editorial under the caption 
“Wanted: A Metropolitan Ideal—Whv 
Will Lead?” and the edrnest demand 
for a high civic ideal made therein 
that prompts me to write to you the 
following. 

Therefore, ] ask you not to construe 
this communication as an attempt on 
my part to place your citizenship un- 
der my tutelage. Let it rather be my 
contribution to what I consider the 
largest municipal problem, of our na- 
tion today. 

That editorial could well be reprint- 
ed in every newspaper in every city 
of our fair land, for there is not a com- 
munity in the United States today that 
ought not to havea high social ideal to 
guide its growth. Even though I do 
not know your city, nevertheless, I dare 
say that your problems are ti same 
hose of all other cities. Yet from 
1 information as I have been able 
to gather, my opinion is that Atlanta 
has an advantage over the others. Your 
city is in the making and can profit 
by learning to avoid the mistakes that 
Other cities have made. 

The results of twentieth century city 
building should be so far superior to 
all other attempts as a modern news- 
paper plant is superior to the first 
Gutenberg attempt. 

There is no civic problem so all-in- 
so well designed to awaken 
and strengthen the social conscience as 
-he social planting and building of a 
city. 

A city is the home of the people of 
that city. Just as it is folly to build 
the home of a family or a manufac- 
turing plant without a plan, even more 
so.is it folly to build our city’s home 
without a plan. 

The great mistake that all of our 
American citics have made is that the, 
have permitted the building of their 
home without an intelligent pian. 

An intelligent city plan will include 
provisicns for all the physical, human. 
sanitary, social, commercial and indus- 
trial activities and reeds of a eity. 

Horse Sense. 

It not only mects the- needs of today, 
but iooks forward to and provides for x 
larger future communal family. Utility, 
beauty and commcn sense are its 
watchwords. This is. not rainbow 
chas:ng, but the soundest kind of horse 
sense. A gocd city plan is prepared 
with an eye to the topography of the 
city’s site. This is to avoid costly 
grading and platting, draining and 
conduiting, paving and street care. 

Such a plan will provide for a home 
unit that gets all it can out of the 
sunlight, uir and ventilatien, avoid- 
ing unmanageable housing problems 
and the accompanying waste in human 
life and energy.

ELECTORAL LAW 
FOUND DEFECTIVE 


No Provision Made for Secur- 
ing the Necessary 


Lists. 


Discussion of the alleged requirement 
for filing the various party lists of elec- 
tors for president and vice president 
with the governor has developed a 
number of defects in the present state 


law. 

The provision of law which requires 
the governor to send out tally sheets 
thirty days in advance of the national 
election offers no suggestion as to 
how these lists are to be obtained or 
when. 

Prior to 1908 Phil Cook, secretary of 
state, sent out the tally sheets and he 
obtained the names of electors by per- 
sonal requests to the various campaign 
committees. When the point was raised 
that the zovernor was required to con- 
solidate the returns, this duty of send- 
ing out the pre-election literature de- 
volved upon him. 

States Select Methods. 

Each state is left to select the meth- 
od by which it will appoint the number 
of electors to which it is entitled. Of 
course nobody votes directly for prest- 
dent and vice president, but for mem- 
bers of the electora] college. The man- 
ner of certifying, the result of such se- 
lection to the president of the senate 
of the United States, however, is laid 
dow. in federal statutes. 

The advantage of having the gov- 
ernor send out tally sheets with the 
electors of the various parties printed 
thereon is as a guide to the local coun- 
ty committees in aiding them to pre- 
pare properly their tickets with the 
correct names and initials of candi- 
dates.

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COLLEGE MEN 
SHUN MINISTRY 


Fewer and Fewer Graduates 
Are Going Into the 
- Ministry. 


Washington,. September 24.—The 
original purpose of American colleges 
Was mainly to train men for the min- 
istry, but so it is no longer. Harvard, 
founded chiefly to educate clergymen, 
now gives to that profession barely 
two per cent of her graduates. Yale, 
begun under similar impulses, now 
contributes three per cent. This and 
other interesting changes in the pro- 
fessions favored by college graduates 
are described in a bulletin just issued 
by the United States bureau of edu- 
cation. 

The decline in the numbers going 
into the ministry has been accompanied 
by a rise in the professions of teach- 
ing, law and business. All three have 
been more or less consistent gainers 
at the expense of the ministry. 

At Harvard the ministry yielded the 
leadership to law after the revolu- 
tionary war, and law remained the 
dominant profession of Harvard until 
1880, when business took the lead. 

At Yale the ministry competed suc- 
cessfully with law until the middle 
of the nineteenth century,. when law 
took the ascendency and kept it until 
1895, being then displaced by busi- 
ness, At the University of Pennsyl- 
vania one-fourth of the graduates used 
to go int. the ministry; now about one- 
fiftieth do so. Oberlin college shows 
the same story of the decline in num- 
bers of men going into the ministry. 
At the University of Michigan, out of 


an army of’ more than 15,000 grad- 
uates only 188 have become ministers. 

Aside from their contributions to 
the clergy, most of. the universities 
and colleges have had favorite profes- 
sions. At Columbia, Dartmouth and 
Michigans, for instance, it is law; at 
Pennsylvania it is medicine; at Ober- 
lin, Wisconsin and many others, par- 
ticularly the co-educational § institu- 
tions, it is teaching, while a few of the 
universities, Brown, for example, have 
shown an impartial spiritt,. dividing up 
their strength almost equally among 
four leading professions. 

A final summary of thirty-seven col- 
legwes shows that teaching is now 
the dominant. profession of college] 
graduates, with per cent; business 
takes 20 per cent; law, which took one- 
third of all the graduates at the be- 
ginning of the nineteenth century, now 
Claims but 15 per cent; medicine takes 
between 6 and 7 per cent, and seems | 
to be slightly on the decline; engineer- 
ing is slowing going up, but still takes 
only 3 or 4 per cent; while the minis- 
try, with its present 5 or 6 per cent 
of the total, has reached the lowest 
mark for that profession in the two 
and a half centuries of American col- 
lege history.

Whatever force that may be neces- 
sary will be used by the marines to 
reopen the posts and continue their 
orderly operation Officials here be- 
lieve, however, that when made aware 
of the determination of the United 
States government, the rebels will of- 
fer resistance and that it may 
even be found unnecessary to disem- 
bark the marines. 

i¢ There Should Be Resistance. 

But if should be any sign 
of resistance the force will landed 
on north and south coasts and 
marched directly inland over the 
wagon roads and trails, for there are 
no railroads in that section to the 
customs houses. 

Besides the marines who will g0

Whereas, the General Assembly at its session 
‘n 1911 proposed an amendment to the Consti- 
tution of this State as set forth in an Act ap- 
proved August 19, 1911, to wt: 

An Act proposing to amend the Constitution 
of Georgia by adding to second Section of the 
seventh Article of said Constitution a new Para- 
grapp for requiring certain tax returns to be 
made to the Comptroller General on or before 
the first day of March of each year, and for 
requiring the taxes arsing on such returns to 
be paid on or before the Ist day of September, 
and to authorize the General Assembly to pas 
such JawS as may be neceésary and proper fer 
carrying out said provisions, 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General As 
sembly, That it shall be and is hereby proposed 
to amend the Constitution of Georgia, by adding

considerable extent. covering crimes in 
Montgomerv county, Alabama; South 
Carolina and Tennessee.
